It shall be a perpetual 
observance throughout their successions among the children 
of Israel." — Exodus xxvii. 20, 21. 
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** In the days of those kingdoms, the God of Heaven will 
set up a kingdom that shall never be destroyed, and His 
kingdom shall not be delivered up to another people ; and 
it shall break in pieces and shall consume all these king- 
doms, and itself shall stand for ever."

Dear Children, 

You have seen an infant on Its 
mother's knee turn to fix its eyes on a bright 
lamp or candle. If you go into a dark room 
you call for light This desire for light is 
a gift of God, When He had created it 
He "saw that it was good.*' He kindled 
it from His own Being, whose light is from 
Everlasting. Those innumerable stars at 
which we gaze in wonder, He hung up in 
space on the morning of creation, and they 
will give light to the end of time. 

Heaven was flooded with uncreated light, 
when Lucifer, through a sin of pride, sought 
to eclipse the glory of God by his own created 
light, and, from an angel of light, fell with the 
rest of the rebel angels into the blackness 
of darkness for even When men fell into 
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sin, and lost the light of God's grace, they 
began to kindle fires to consume the victims 
they had slain. This was done to draw down 
the fire of His love upon their guilty souls. 

From the earliest times smoke from these 
fires rose up from altars of stone, in honour 
of God and in thanksgiving, because in His 
wrath He had remembered mercy. As time 
went on a Greater Sacrifice approached, 
longed for by God and man. My little 
children, you know what that was. The 
Holy Cross is the wood ; the victim, God 
made man ; and the fire is the love of His 
Sacred Heart. Faith and hope in this stu- 
pendous sacrifice were kindled in the Garden 
of Eden immediately after the Fall. 

Holy patriarchs and prophets saw the 
smoke of that sacrifice through the mist of 
ages : the light from it was so brilliant that 
it almost blinded them with joy before it had 
been kindled : they were in the burning bush 
of loving anticipation, and they speak of that 
tremendous sacrifice as if it had been already 
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accomplished ; they seem to be looking back 
at, rather than forward to it. The prophet 
Isaias cries out, " The light of the moon shall 
be as the light of the sun, and the light of 
the sun shall be sevenfold ; in the day when 
the Lord shall bind up the wound of His 
people, and shall heal the stroke of their 
wound." . . , *'The people that walked in 
darkness have seen a great light. For a child 
is born to us." The Immaculate Conception 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary is as the Sanc- 
tuary Lamp, through whose pure light the 
Orient from on high hath visited us. It 
shone through the drooping foliage of Para- 
dise, when God said to the serpent, — ** I will 
put enmities between thee and THE WOMAN 
. . . She shall crush thy head, and thou shalt 
lie in wait for her heel." Nothing defiled can 
touch our thrice holy God : therefore. He 
prepared an undefiled Tabernacle wherein to 
dwell, and shine on the darkness of this world, 
namely, the Body of His Virgin Mother. 
The Second Person of the ever -blessed 
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Trinity deigned to become Man in order 
to die for us, and the Immaculate Concep- 
tion of His Mother reflects His uncreated 
Beauty and Divinity. The Sacrifice on Cal- 
vary was so tremendous that the smoke of 
it still goes up daily from the altars of the 
Christian Church, and will do so till the end 
of time ; in the words of the Catechism, 
"The Mass is the unbloody sacrifice of the 
Body and Blood of Christ^ The Lamb 
standing as it were slain. The prophet 
Malachi saw the glory of it, for he says, 
"The sacrifice of Juda and Jerusalem shall 
please the Lord as in the days of old." 
" From the rising of the sun even to the going 
down, my Name is great among the Gentiles, 
and in every place there is sacrifice, there 
is offered to my Name a clean oblation." 

I have not space here to tell you all the 
types and figures of our Blessed Lord or of 
His Holy Church which are found in the 
Old Testament ; my wish is to point at the 
Lamp by whose light you may read them. 
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In the Book of Exodus it is written, the 
Lord spoke to Moses, saying, *' I have heard 
the murmuring of the children of Israel ; . . . 
say to them, ... In the morning you shall 
have your fill of bread, and you shall know 
that I am the Lord your God. • . . And 
when the children of Israel saw it, they said 
one to another, Manhu^ . . . what is this ? for 
they knew not what it was. And Moses said 
to them, this is the bread which the Lord 
hath given you to. eat. Fill a gomer of it, 
and let it be kept unto generations to come 
hereafter^ that they may know the bread 
wherewith I fed you , . . when you were 
brought out of the land of Egypt." 

It is within the tabernacle of the Holy 
Catholic Church that the Heaven-sent bread 
is stored for the strength and support of our 
souls and bodies. 

God made man" is the Christian's Manhu^ 
and before Him the Sanctuary Lamp con- 
tinually burns. 

I write these words to you, dear children, 
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under the beautiful ruins of the church and 
monastery of "The Blessed Mary and St. 
Oswin," on the rugged cliffs of Northumber- 
land. Kings, Queens, Saints of every class in 
life have knelt before its altar for centuries, to 
contemplate and adore the Christian's Manhu, 
the Lord our God. Storm-tossed mariners 
have hailed the twinkle of its altar lamp 
through the foaming spray, and have called 
upon their Sacramental Lord to command 
the waters, and to say, "Peace, be still." 
There are many such beautiful monasteries 
and convents in England now ruined and 
rifled, where holy men and women gave their 
lives to God, and spent their time in praise, 
in prayer, and in works of charity to their 
neighbours, remembering the words of the 
Divine Master whom they served, ** Amen I 
say to you, as long as you did it to one of 
these my least brethren, you did it to me." 

Besides the spiritual and corporal works 
of mercy, they attained great perfection in 
the fine arts — architecture, painting, music. 
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sculpture ; in the cloistered recesses of their 
religious houses they copied out by hand (for 
printing was unknown) the Holy Scriptures, 
of which the Church has always been the 
teacher, guided by the Third Person of the 
ever- Blessed Trinity, God the Holy Ghost. 

Laid up in the colleges and museums of 
our land, these monuments of piety and zeal 
remain as a proof of the skill and industry of 
the religious Orders. 

Dear children, you live in a land and in a 
time of unbelief. The enemy has sowed tares 
among the wheat You will often hear the 
holy Church maligned. Remember then the 
words of her Blessed Lord, "If they have 
called the good-man of the house Beelzebub, 
how much more them of His household.? 
therefore fear them not." 

"You shall be hated by all men for my 
name's sake. . . . The disciple is not above 
his Master; it is enough for the disciple to be 
as his Master, and the servant as his Lord." 

It is very necessary to bear these words of 
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our Blessed Lord in your mind, when the 
devil and the world would seek to pour into 
your young ears the deadly poison of hatred 
against the Church which God has founded on 
a rock^ and against which He has said the gates 
of hell shall not prevail. In the words of the 
Catechism, she cannot err in faith or morals, 
for she is our infallible guide in both. She 
has four marks by which you may know her, 
she is One— she is HOLY — she is CATHOLIC 
— she is Apostolic. Her foundations are the 
Prophets and Apostles, built on Christ the 
Corner-stone; her Creeds are the pillars on 
which she rests ; her Lamp is a light to our 
eyes and to our feet, and her reward the 
eternal vision of God. 

Soon after our Lord's Ascension, she suf- 
fered persecution under the heathen Roman 
Emperors. ** Sacrifice to our gods, or die ! " 
cried they. ** Let me die the death of the just," 
replied the Christian martyr as he looked at the 
crucifix, *' and let my last end be like to his." 

Extinguished above ground, her Altar Lamp 
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was lighted in the dark recesses of the Cata- 
combs, among the ashes of the dead. Those 
persecutions passed away and others came 
— yet she flourishes — her crown of thorns 
stills bears its roses ; persecution is to be her 
portion, for she is Christ's Bride, and she 
suffers with Him ; yet the odour of her 
sanctity, emanating as it does from Him, 
fills the whole world. Look abroad, dear 
children of England ; in our day she is 
raising her head from the effects of the dire 
trial she had to endure during the reigns of 
KingHenry Vni. and Queen Elizabeth ; the 
blood of martyrs again flowed. 

Her ancient cathedrals and beautiful abbey 
churches were grievously defaced, the axe of 
the destroyer levelled her sculptured pillars 
to the ground. The daily sacrifice of the 
New Law was no longer offered in those 
holy edifices. The sweet name of Mary was 
profaned : the saints were no longer invoked ; 
the words of the sweet singer of Israel were, 
bushed. The coarse voices of rough soldiers. 
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were heard in the aisles, where the Psalms of 
holy David had been sung — " seven times a 
day." The dust of saints was scattered to 
the four winds. 

The Lord's vineyard was rooted up. Still 
her faithful children clustered round her 
Sanctuary Lamp in some secluded church or 
room ; it shone more brightly in the darkness. 

In whispered tones of love they sang her 
holy offices, the priest offered the Holy 
Sacrifice of the Mass, and in the words of the 
Psalmist exclaimed, while he wept, "Thy 
word is a light to niy feet and a lantern to 
my path." Her garments, then so torn and 
disfigured, are now being repaired ; she is 
building up her waste places. 

Her wounded sheep who fled in fear — 
called by the voice of the Great Shepherd — 
are returning to their beloved Fold, for 
there is one Fold and one Shepherd. Our 
own revered Cardinal Archbishop, with many 
other noble-hearted men and women of all 
conditions of life, have come and continue to 
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come back out of darkness and doubt into 
her marvellous light ; they are drawn by the 
light of her Sanctuary Lamp. Come, then, to 
the well of living water — our loving Saviour 
waits for you^ as He did for the poor woman 
of Samaria ; and though you have nothing 
wherein to draw, for the well is deep, say to 
Him with lively faith, " I know that the Mes- 
sias cometh ;" then He will embrace His hum- 
ble child, and whisper those words of peace, 
" I am He who am speaking with thee." 

In these days we are busied about many 
things, but one thing is necessary — ^Where 
is the House of our Faith } 

On what foundation does it rest } 
Take heed that it be not built on sand. 
Glance over the pages of history. For 
1800 years and more God's Church has 
withstood the tempests, and she has not 
fallen, for she is founded on a Rock — that 
Rock on which He built her. Prefigured in 
the Old Law, she is fulfilled in the New Law, 
and established for ever. 
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St. Peter received the Keys from his 
Divine Master, and like a good steward of 
the mysteries of God, he passed them on to 
his successors, and there has not been want-- 
ing a man to sit on the Chair of Truth during 
all that time. Taught and guided by the 
Holy Ghost, the Spirit of truth, "whom the 
world cannot receive — because it seeth Him 
not nor knoweth Him" — the Holy Catholic 
Church through the consecrated mouth of 
Christ's Vicar has infallibly spoken the truth. 
In the midst of trials, perplexities, wars, sins, 
heresies, schisms, she has shone out — " fair 
as the moon," lustrous, pure, and unsullied. 
Her faithful children render implicit obedi- 
ence to her chief Bishop, the successor of St. 
Peter, but they likewise "render to Caesar 
the things that are Caesar's." Her maxims 
are those of her Lord. He taught us to love 
God above all, and our neighbour as our- 
selves — ^to take up our cross daily, and she 
never fails to follow His example. He said 
to His disciples before His Passion and 
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Death, " I have yet many things to say to 
you, but you cannot bear them now ; but 
when He, the Spirit of Truth, is come, He will 
teach you all Truth, and the things that ^re 
to come He will show you." The Holy Catho- 
lic Church, with such a Heavenly Guide — 
God Himself — has never fallen into error. But 
you may be told that she became corrupt, that 
reformation was needed. Look at this beauti- 
ful world in which we live. She turns on her 
axis by day and by night ; does she shine less 
brightly in the firmament because men have 
disfigured her surface by their wickedness ? 
Certainly not. She speeds on in her yearly 
orbit round the sun, whose light she reflects, 
and thus fulfils ner task till time is done. 
Let light be made^ and it was made. Wilful 
heretics and schismatics the Church has cast 
out from her sacred Fold ; still ever ready to 
receive them back, she calls them to repent- 
ance and submission. She holds, and has 
held intact the Sacred Scriptures, and she is 

the living witness to their Truth ; it is through 

B 
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her alone that we can receive the Gospels as 
the Word of God. Other truths the Holy 
Ghost revealed to the Church which are 
-* Dot written." She is Christ's Bride ; we are 
her children, and we trust to her infallible 
voice. 

As we value our eternal salvation, men and 
women, children of once Catholic England, 
let us have recourse to the unction of the 
Seven Sacrameats, and to the other channels 
of grace which the Church holds out : to her 
alone belong the Creeds, and the Collects, and 
the Epistles, and the Gospels whose echo you 
hear on the first day of the week. Her chil- 
dren fall low on the knee at those sweet words 
of mercy, " Incarnatus est de Spiritu Sancto 
ex Maria Virgine et Homo Foetus est ; " 
for her Lord is " Perfect God and perfect 
man " — " not made, nor created, but begot- 
ten." The night is past, the day is at hand, 

let us put on the armour of 

light, and take oil in our lamps, that when 
the Bridegroom cometh we may go out to 
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meet Him with joy — having passed through 
the Church militant and suffering, may re- 
joice for ever in the glories of the Church 

triumphant.

So now, dear children, kneel often be- 
fore the Samtuary Lamp^ and call on your 
Lord, present in the Tabernacle, to give you 
grace so to live that your tight may shine 
before men, that others seeing your good 
works may glorify your Father who is in 
heaven ; call to mind the lighted candle 
which the priest of God's Church places in 
the infant's hand in baptism : " Receive this 
burning light, and keep thy baptism so as to 
be without blame : observe the command- 
tnents of God, that when the Lord shall come 
to the nuptials, thou mayest meet Him in 
company of the saints in the heavenly court, 
and have eternal life, and live for ever and 
ever. Amen." 

Pray, dear children, for holy souls departed, 
and receive these few drops of oil from the 
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shrine of the Blessed Mary and St. Oswin; 
for though the noble priory is a ruin, and the 
stalls of the monks for three hundred years 
have been vacant,
